Tbo migration to tiaa northwest this 


Spring promises to exceed in volume 
tha great movement of 
lasfc year. 
In 


many places in Pennsylvania and in 
Ohio we hear 
of associations being 


formed of men who intend to go to 
Dakota with their families, and who are 
holding weekly meetings to determine 
on locations for settlement and to make 
arrangements for low rates of transporta- 
tion. Railroad agents in Europe send 
reports of an unprecedented demand for 
pamphlets and other publications con- 
cerning the new regions of the United 
States, and of a brisk demand for pass- 
age tickets iu advance of the usual dates 
for the season's business to begin. The 
Canada papers speak of another great 
exodus to Dakota and Manitoba us suro 
to take place this year. 


There promises to be a very large 


movement of settlers into Montana, oc- 
casioned by the opening of railroad 
facilities through the whole length of 
that immense territory. 
Washington 


and Oregon also come in for large ac- 
cessions of population. In fact, a pecu- 
liar feature of the emigration move- 
ment of 1883 promises to be the dis- 
tribution of settlers along the lino o: 
the new railroad between the Red river 
of the north and the shores of Puge 
Sound, a distance of nearly two thousand 
miles. In all of this immense region 
embracing a great variety of climatic 
conditions, soil and scenery, then 
is very little land that is not hab 
itable. With the exception of u strip 
of about a hundred miles, in the grea 
plain of the Columbia between Wallula 
and Kitzville, the whole of the so-called 
Northern Pacific belt offers advantage! 
for settlement of one sort or another 
The country that is not good for agti 
culture is valuable for pasturing sheep 
and cattle, or for lumbering, or foi 
mining coal and the precious metals 
Even iu the heart of the great moaataiu 
system called by the general name of 
-the Rockies, more than two hundred 
.miles wide in Montana and Idaho, there 
are innumerable valleys where limpid 
streams run through broad and flowery 
meadows, and where all the grain and 
fruit crops flourish. 


The advice of the New Northwest to 


intending sattlers in the northwest is 
not to postpone moving any longer than 
is necessary. Tha country is immense, 
and it will take runny years to fill it up; 
but those that go early will get the best 
locations and profit most by the rapid 
development of the region. This year 
good wheat land can bo bought for four 
dollars an acre east of the Missouri 
river, and for two and u half an acre 
west of that stroatn. Next year it will 
certainly command a higher pric*. This 
year there ure many good homestead 
locations still open within u short dis- 
tance of railroad lines. Next year it 
may be hard to gat a free slicd of Uncle 
Sain's farm without going at least 
twenty miles from a station.

He spoke earn- 
istlr on the subject of the relations be- 
ween this country and Mexico. He 
aid he had taken a very deep interest 
n the cultivation^! friendly relations 
with our 
Southern neighbor. 
The 


Juited States had heretofore neglected 
>his neighbor, who was capable of great 
development, Her resources were sim- 
jly wonderful, and the speaker hoped 
ienceforw»rd, no matter which party 
was in power iu this country, the most 
ntimate relations would be maintained 
jetween the great and little republics 
of this continent. 
"We must take our 


neighbor under our wing," said General 
3rant, "and help jher to cultivate her 
own great resources, teaching her that 
it ia for her best interests to maintain a 
ciose alliance with the United States. 
There are all of the essential elements 
of unlimited prosperity in the two coun- 
tries, and the United States and Mex- 
ico, united in a friendly alliance, could 
bo so strong that, iu case a combined 
war should be made upon them by all 
other ooantires they would be able to 
shut themselves in their shell and sus- 
tain themselves longer than the people 
attacking them could do without their 
products." 


Roscoa Oonkliug u)so 
spoke. 
He 


referred to the pleasure he felt in listen- 
ing to General Grant's words concern 
ing the importance of the cultivation of 
tho most intimate relations with our 
neighboring republic, and at seeing the 
soldier-statesman 
present 
upon this 


occasion and noting the earnestness 
and sound judgment with which he was 
urging tha forming of closer relations 
between th» United States and Mexico. 
Tho speaker was led to contemplate 
many things that General Grant had 
done for his country. The ex-Senator'* 
mind carried him back to the Chicago 
Convention, at which au uusuooeasfu' 
attempt was made to nominate Grant 
for President. That was a convention 
to which 420 of the delegates were son 
for a specific purpose—not instruotec 
merely, but bound in honor to God am 
iian to discharge certain obligations, 
and those obligations were to vote for 
the Domination of General Grant fo 
President of the United States. "I be 
lieved, as firmly as I believe anything,' 
said the speaker, earnestly, "that the 
results of that Convention have hel 
this country back ten years. Yes, 
day's work has cost this nation in 
gresa fully ten years."

control of the country.

the Rupublican party came out of 
stoutly fought battle victorious from 
sea to sea, northjof Mason and Dixon' 
line.

The Commisouor General of the Land 


Office is daily receiving a large number 
of inquiries regarding the status of va- 
rious land grants. This seems to be the 
effect of the equivocal po.ssition of the 
lust Congress relative to the disposition 
of public lauds and land grants to rail- 
ways, as well as to the many decisions 
of the Secretary of the Interior on these 
subjects. There seems to be very gen- 
eral expectation that tneny of these 
grants will be declared forfeited, and 
thousands are ready to enter as soon as 
they are thrown open to the 'public do- 
main. 
These 
inquiries come 
from
